The invention further 
comprises of header information generation means and recording means for recording a 
single image file having a data structure that contains the image data and the header 
information which is inseparable from the image data on a recording medium, wherein 
the image data is obtained by forming predetermined frame line regions on boundary 
regions of the first and second monocular images which correspond to outer frames 
wherein the first and second monocular images are formed such that less than all of 
each of these images remains thereby eliminating a darkened or overlapping portion of 
the images to form a frame line having a width of one to several pixels in a boundary 
region or around the single stereo image to visually identify the single stereo image . 

The features identified, in combination, are neither discussed nor suggested by 
the prior arts of record.
